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This decision is responsive to applicants' "COMMUICATION TO EXAMINER 
REGARDING DECISION ON A GRANTED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.182" filed on 08 
March 2007 requesting the acceptance of the executed declaration. 

BACKGROUND 

In a decision from this Office on 09 February 2007, the petition was inadvertently 
granted. The petition should have been dismissed because the declaration submitted was not 
accepted because it did not comply with 37 CFR 1.497(a) and (b). Applicants had submitted a 
composite declaration, which was incomplete. 

On 08 March 2007 applicants filed a second petition under 37 CFR 1.182, which 
included a proper executed composite declaration. 

DISCUSSION 



The declarations filed on 08 March 2007 is a properly executed composite declaration 
that satisfies the conditions set forth under 37 CFR 1.497(a) and (b).

(DO/EO/US) for continued processing consistent with this decision. The application will be
